CHATPTER 77.
STATE ROADS.

AN ACT to establish certain State Roads therein named.

Secrrox 1. Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the Commission-
State of Iowa, That James A. Altorn, Thomas Dibble, Jr., ™
and J. C. Vernon, of the eounty of Van Buren, be, and they
are herehy appointed Commissionerstolay out and establish
a State road froin Farmington, in Van Buren connty, to Mt.
Sterling, in said county ; also tolay out and establish a State
road from the West bank of the Des Moines river, opposite
thetown of Lawrence in said county, to intersect the first de-
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seribed road at such point west of Farmington as said C om-
missioners shall determine.

Sec. 2. Said Commissioners or a majority of them shall
meet at the city of Farmington on the first day of Apri]
next, or within thirty days thereafier, and proceed to lay
out and establish said road according to law.

Sec. 3. Provided, however, That-it shall be lawful for
said Commissioners to take to their assistance a competent
gurveyor and other necessary hands, as the case may re-
quire, who shall receive such compensation as is provided
by law.

Sec. 4. This act to take effect from and after its publi-
cation in the Democratic Mirror and Keosauqua Republican,
withount any expense to the State.

CHAPTER 78.
FIELD NOTES.

AN ACT defiming what shall coustitute ‘“ a copy of the field notes of the original
survey,” as contemplated in section 112 of the code.

SecrioN 1. Be 4 enacted by the General Assembly of the
State of Iowa, That a copy of the field notes of the origin-
al survey, as required in section 112 of the code, is hereby-
construed and understood to mean a copy of the field books
of the original survey as returned to the surveyor general’s
office, and not merely a copy of the description lists return-
ed to the district land offices.

Sec. 2. Said copy shall give the dates of the surveys in
the order in which they appear in the original field books,
and the name of each deputy surveyor as signed to the
work he performed, and embrace everything in relation to
the lines contained in said field beoks, only excepting the
descriptions of the land which follow the notes of each mile
of survey and the general description of the township at
the end of each book.
